{tn the main street, four buyers 
hove set up their scales, and they 
welsh sling ond pay cash for thelr 
purchase Children sell. skins of 
rabbits caught after school and are 
earning up to 20s, a week. «Trappers 
are making up tou £40 on skins taken 
in a fortnight in the hills, 

*The bank manner, the  post- 
master and the publican are still on 
tho Job, but there are about 80 men 
in the Hills trapping rabbits.” Mr 
Bert Betts, owner of the Adaminaby 
Hotel, said. : 

“Labourers who have no regular 
employment have left town on pack 
horses with traps and fuod, To-day 
skins are worth In. 3d. each, but by 
the thme these men return the prices 
will have sen.” .

Cholera Infection. The Medical Au- 
thoritles have renewed their warning, 
against bathing in the harbour.

Industries Affected 


- A survey by the National As- 
socintion of Manufacturers, 
summarising opinion as to pro-

Investment counsel point out 
that the nature of the peace 
will fundamentally affect indus- 
try and securities.

‘Shipbuilding 


Some brokers disagree with 
the Association of Manufac- 
turers when it classifies ship- 
building as one of the industries 
which will-not benefit financially 
from peace. These brokers 
contend that the United States 
will never again be without a 
Jarge navy and merchant marine 
in the battle for world trade. 


Less than a dozen companies 
are now engaged in large-scale 
ship construction, and their ca- 
pacity could be utilised for many 
years merely jn completing the 
present programme. With ship- 
ping being destroyed at an cs- 
timated 6,000,009 tons a year, 
a shortage appears inevitable 
for a long period. Private ship- 
yards have contracted to con- 
struct approximately 900 ves- 
sels of a total of 6,000,000 tons, 
and less than 1,500,000 tons are 
scheduled for delivery in 1941.

has been done in this cuse, 

Consequently, the conclusion 1s 
Irresistible that, consequent upon the 
disproportionate increases in the 
rents between the above and the 
the assessment Is, to say 
the 
intelligently made. . 2
